Mr, Waldron enlisted in the United States Naval Reserve 
on December 28, 1944, and served on active duty until 
1946, when he was honorably discharged as a radioman 
by reason of demobilization. On July 14, 1946 
in the United States Naval Reserve and served an inactive 
status until July 12, 1950, when he was honorably discharged 
of expiration of enlistment. His service record, including his 
medical file, disclosed no derogatory data,

Warner James Connick, 309 Third Street, Southeast, 
Washington, D. C., who is presently employed as a teacher at 
the Anacostia High School, Washington, D. C., advised that he 
is currently listed in the Metropolitan Area Telephone Directory 
as Warner J. Konic and used that name for the purpose of obtaining 
telephone service inasmuch as he was previously in arrears on 
his telephone bill when he had service under the name Connick, 
In addition to his teaching position, he is also employed as an 
elevator operator in the Capitol Building. 


Mr. Connick advised that he first came to Washington, 
D. C., in September, 1960, and thereafter performed volunteer 
work in the 1960 Presidential campaign. Following the election, 
he was placed on the patronage of the then Vice President Johnson 
and employed in the mail room for approximately three years, He 
stated that during this employment he became acquainted with 
Mr. Waldron, but he had little or no contact with him as he was 
just a mail room employee and Mr. Waldron was in the “inner circle" 
of Mr. Johnson's staff. He said that Mr. Waldron had many parties, 
and on one occasion he jokingly asked why he was never invited 


to these functions. Thereafter, during the next several months, 
he was invited to two social functions at Mr. Waldron's home and 
became better acquainted with him, 


Mr. Connick stated that he considered Mr. Waldron to 
be a very fine man in every respect and has never had any reason 
to question his moral character, personal habits, associates or 
loyalty to the United States. He pointed out, however, that 
Mr. Waldron is slightly effeminate in his appearance as exhibited 
by the pitch of his voice and the movement of his hands, but he 
has never known Mr. Waldron to indulge in any activity other than 
that in which a normal male would participate. When advised that 
Mr. Waldron had volunteered information to Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation that he, Mr. Waldron, had engaged 
in a homosexual relationship with Mr. Connick on approximately 
September 20, 1964, at Mr. Connick's residence, Mr. Connick 
categorically denied that he had engaged in a homosexual act with 
Mr. Waldron or that he had ever had any sort of a homosexual 
experience. 


Mr. Connick stated that he recalled attending a party 
at Mr. Waldron's home in September, 1964, at which he consumed 
more than a moderate amount of alcoholic beverages. After the 
party Mr. Waldron offered to assist him home. En route to 
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drinks, and on their arrival they

On that 
occasion Mr. Ricks advised that he had met Mr. Williams approximate 
approximately a year prior thereto at a social function at the 
home of Mr. Waldron. He related that he had been acquainted 
with Mr. Williams off and on since then through similar social 
occasions but really did not know him too well. He advised 
that he was actually better acquainted with Mr. Waldron wha he 
considered to be a friend and whom he claimed to know quite well. 


Mr. Ricks stated that nothing had ever come to his 
attention which would cause him to question the character, 
associates or loyalty to the United States of Mr. Waldron nor 

had anything of an unusual nature been brought to his attention 
either Mr, Williams or Mr. Waldron. Mr. Ricks did 
not feel he had known Mr. Williams well enough to make any 
specific recommendation.

According to Mr. Goetz, Mr. Waldron 
impressed him as a very dedicated, sincere, hard-working 
individual, and he was not aware of anything that would reflect 
a on Mr. Waldron's character, associates, reputation 
and loyalty. 


Eighty-five other persons, consisting of associates, 
acquaintances, present and former co-workers and supervisors, 
references and neighbors were interviewed and, whereas many 
commented on his effeminate mannerisms and characteristics, it 
was generally stated that they possessed no information reflecting 
on his moral character. Twenty-eight of those individuals 
commented on his effeminate mannerisms and suspected that he might 
have homosexual tendencies. Some of his associates were considered 
suspect due to similar effeminate characteristics. Those 
acquainted with his professional ability said he is a highly 
efficient and capable office employee and administrative assistant. 
No question was raised concerning his loyalty to the United States.

A review of Mr. Waldron's United States Air Force 
Military Service file disclosed that he was granted a “secret" 
clearance on August 23, 1961, based on a National Check 
inquiry conducted by the Fourth District Office, Office of 
Special Investigations, Department of the Air Force. 


Contained in this file vis a reserve officer performance 
report dated er 4, 1962, covering the period September 12, 
1961, to July 31, 1962, which stated that "Captain Waldron is 
well qualified for promotion to the rank of Major." This 
performance rating was certified by Major General Barry Goldwater, 
Commander, 9999th Air Reserve Squadron, and contained the 
indorsement of Brigadier General Felix L. Vidal, Commander.

A former roommate (1961) of Waldron's advised Waldron was 
very close to President and Mrs. Johnson when Johnson was Senator 
and Vice President, and Johnson visited Waldron's residence several 
different times in company of private secretary, Mary Margaret Wiley, 
now Mrs. Jack Valenti. This neighbor stated Waldron, on business trips 
with Johnson, served as an escort for Mrs. Valenti; that Waldron was 
able to freely criticize Johnson's dress and also purchased clothing 
for him on a trip to London, The information furnished by this 
neighbor was not included in the summary. 


Waldron's application papers for a commission in the 9999th 
Squadron contained false statements in that he answered negatively 
to questions whether he possessed homosexual tendencies. The facts 
concerning these false statements were presented to the U. S. Attorneys 
office, District of Columbia, and an opinion re prosecution was with- 
held pending receipt of written reports for further study of facts. 


DISSEMINATION 


A summary memorandum of our investigation was furnished 
Moyers at the White House by letter 10/27/64 which requested advice 
as to whether Secretary McNamara should be furnished results of 
the investigation. On 10/27/64 Moyers requested we hold up dissemina- 
tion. On 11/4/64 Hayes Redman of Moyers' office authorized 
dissemination to McNamara which was done. On 11/6/64 we addressed a 
letter to Moyers requesting that we be advised whether a written 
report could be furnished to the U. S, Attorney and, further, whether 
we could disseminate information concerning Warner Connick, with whom 
Waldron admitted homosexual relationship. Connick is now a teacher 
at the Anacostia High School, Washington, D. C., and is also employed 
as an elevator operator in the Capitol building. 


On 11/12/64 we furnished copy of summary to Acting Attorney 
General Katzenbach inasmuch as he had received a call . from the 
President regarding the false statements by Waldron. However, up to 
thistime, nothing has been heard from either the White House or 
Katzenbach as to what action they intend to take, if any, concerning 
Waldron's false statements 


WALDRON'S SIGNED STATEMENT 
Waldron's statement, which was typed by him, contains his 


admissions of homosexuality and details his activities in 
Washington, D. C., which include his associations with Walter Jenkins

OBSERVATIONS

' The purpose of this memorandum is to dispose of the

bee end The White House originally restricted dissemination of 
e ron summary 10-27-64, Bill Moyers at the White House on 
11-4-64 authorized dissemination to Secretary McNamara. By letter 
11-6-64 we requested Moyers to advise whether a. written report 
could be furnished the USA, On 11-12-64, we furnished Attorney 
Katzenbach a copy of the summary inasmuch as the President had 
called him concerning Waldron's false statements. Neither th 


White House nor Katzenbach has advised what action, if any, t 
intend to take. 


More recently, by letter 1-26-65, the ‘Air Force requested 
a copy of Waldron's signed statement for use in discharging Waldron 
from the Air Force, This was discussed by Mr. DeLoach with Moyers, 
and he authorized our liaison to briefly show the signed statement
